image  intercepts  a  pass  by  the  offensive 
captain  image;  and  a  distinct  motion  is 
imparted  to  the  ball  image  after  the  occurre 
of  such  coincidence  when  the  defensive 
captain/bail  images  move  together. 

Basketball-  The  defensive  captain  image  is  a  hitting 
symbol;  the  ball  image  is  a  hit  symbol;  the 
defensive  captain  image  and  the  ball  image 
are  in  coincidence  when  the  defensive  captain 
image  intercepts  a  pass  or  blocks  a  shot  by 
the  offensive  control  player;  and  a  distinct
